Governor David L. Lawrence 
hailed the professional and volun­ 
teer workers in the field of mental 
health and indicated that he favor­ 
ed pulling out all the stops econo­ 
mically and legislation - wise to­ 
ward the rehabilitation of mental­ 
ly disturbed and retarded chil­ 
dren. 
The declaration was made yes­ 
terday at the cornerstone laying 
of the Eastern Pennsylvania State 
School and Hospital for Emotional­ 
ly Disturbed Children in Bensalem 
Township. 
The Governor told a group of 
state and county officials gathered 
at the 125-acre site at Route I and 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike that if 
there was one area of humane 
government to which he was ded­ 
icated most, “it is the field of 
mental health; particularly as it 
is related to children.” 
The Governor cited two steps

The dead man was Maj. Chao 
Ekarat, a Laotian prince and 
nephew of neutralist Prince Sou- 
vanna Phouma. 
He was murdered as the gov­ 
ernment continued to hold off 
naming a delegation to the Geneva 
conference on Laos until the In­ 
ternational Control 
Commission 
verifies that the pro-Communist 
rebels are respecting the cease­ 
fire. 
But it appeared unlikely the 
government could get any repre­ 
sentatives to Geneva for the start 
of the conference, if it begins on 
schedule Friday. 
There was no detailed informa­ 
tion on E karat’s murder imme­ 
diately available. 
One report said Ekarat was hit 
three times by bullets. Another 
version said he was riddled by at 
least l l bullets. Police confirmed 
that he died instantly. 
Ekarat held a high post in the 
National Security Ministry and 
was a close aide of Gen. Nosavan, 
who is also defense minister, in 
matters of intelligence and oper­ 
ations. 
This lent widespread support to 
reports the assassination was car­ 
ried out by the Pathet Lao. Eka­ 
rat was killed as he was driving 
through a downtown intersection 
about I a.m. 
The assassins escaped in an­ 
other car.

Begin Tomorrow 


GENEVA (UPI) — Communist 
Chinese Foreign Minister Chen YI 
pledged today to work for a uni­ 
fied and independent Laos. But he 
then staked out his own ground 
rules for the conference on the 
future of Laos scheduled to open 
here Friday. 
Chen said upon arriving at the 
airport here that the conference 
should agree on “ strictly insuring 
the sovereignty, independence and 
territorial integrity of Laos” and 
guard against interference in its 
internal affairs. 
He said this could be accom­ 
plished if all the 13 or 14 nations 
participating “have the sincerity 
to settle 
the Laotian question 
peacefully.”

The supervisors directed Frank 
Wisniewski, chairman of the town­ 
ship planning commission, to com­ 
plete recommendations for a zon­ 
ing change that will encourage the 
developers to build cm the tract 
owned by Jam es D. Bradley. 


The tract is presently zoned R-l 
which requires 15,000-square-foot 
lots. Charks J. Hi Id, of Philadel­ 
phia, representative for the de­ 
veloper, previously requested that 
the zoning be changed to R-2, 7,* 
OOO square feet, stating that the 
developer was not interested in 
building on R-l zoned lots. 
Modified Zoning 


Discussed last night was a mod­ 
ified R-2 zoning that would re­ 
quire lot size not smaller than 
9.000 square feet. This Is the zon­ 
ing that Wisniewski was asked 
to plan and recommend. 


With this zoning, which Hild 
said was satisfactory. 204 homes 
can be built. Plans call for houses 
in the $17,000-$15,000 bracket, 
Hild reported. 
The developer has agreed to In­ 
clude water and sewer facilities, 
and for parks, and to return one 
per cent of sale prices to the 
township school board for sup­ 
port of schools. 


One Objection 
One of the objections to con­ 
struction stated by tho planning 
commission and school board was 
that the new families would place 
an unexpected burden 
on 
the 
school system. 
Patrick Shields, chairman of the 
board of supervisors, said there is 
every likelihood that the super­ 
visors will approve the modified 
R-2 zoning once details are com­ 
plete. 
He said it would be “ridiculous” 
to miss the opportunity to have 
a developer install water and sew­ 
er lines and a pumping station.
